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tributes paid to man, 72, 
who died in house fire

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HEARTFELT tributes have 
been paid to a “kind and 
funny” pensioner who died 
when a fire broke out inside 
the house he had lived in for 
most of his life. 

Terry Kidman, 72, died in 
the early hours of Friday 
morning when a fire started 
inside the living room of his 
home in New Barns Avenue, 
Ely. 

Firefighters managed to 
gain access to the house, 
despite the thick smoke, but 
Mr Kidman - known among 
friends and neighbours as 
‘Terry with the hat’ - was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

Yesterday Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue Service con¬ 
firmed that the fire was start¬ 
ed accidentally, and that the 
most likely cause was an elec¬ 
tric blanket. 

Mr Kidman’s death has left 
his neighbours, with whom 
he was close, shocked and 
saddened. 

Iain McDougall, who lives 
directly next door to the prop¬ 
erty, and whose family had to 
be evacuated when the fire 
broke out, said: “We’re all 
absolutely gutted. 

“Terry was a friendly and 


kind man. A lot of people 
thought he was a bit of a 
recluse but he wasn’t. 

“He liked his privacy and his 
own space but would always 
chat away to his neighbours. 

“He lived in the house with 
his mum, Mabel, and when 
she died in the early 1980s he 
just continued to live there. I 
think he’s lived there for at 
least 40 years. 

“I had not long been in bed 


when the fire broke out. 

“My wife, Heidi, looked out 
the bedroom window as she 
heard a loud cracking sound 
and that’s when we saw the 
smoke coming out of his liv¬ 
ing room window. 

“He lived in mainly the 
downstairs of the house and 
spent the majority of his time 
in the living room. 

“He had a wicked sense of 
humour and it almost feels 


like we’ve lost a family mem¬ 
ber.” 

Sarah Bales, who lives oppo¬ 
site the house, said: “Terry 
was Terry. He could be a bit 
cantankerous sometimes but 
he was kind and funny and we 
all used to have such a giggle. 

“He loved his Mercedes, 
which was left to him in a will, 
and he enjoyed watching 
DVDs. 

“He was a lovely neighbour 
and because he didn’t have 
any family I suppose we all 
just used to look out for him. 

“We’re all shocked and sad¬ 
dened by what’s happened.” 

The fire broke out at around 
12.55am. 

A spokesman for the fire ser¬ 
vice said: “On arrival of the 
first crew, the police were at 
the scene and had smashed a 
window to try to gain access 
but were unable to get inside 
due to the smoke. 

“Fire crews from Littleport 
and Ely attended and entered 
the house. 

“They discovered the body 
of an elderly man in the front 
room where the fire had start¬ 
ed. 

“An investigation has con¬ 
cluded that the cause of the 
fire was accidental. 

“The most likely cause was 
an electric blanket.”

Housing plans: 
decision later 


A DECISION on plans to build 
more than 200 homes in two 
villages near Ely has been 
postponed. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s planning 
committee was due to decide 
the fate of Gladman 
Development Ltd’s proposals 
to build 128 new homes in 
Witchford - and 100 new 
homes in Haddenham - when 
members met last Wednesday. 

But both sets of plans were 
temporarily withdrawn 
before the meeting in order 
for decisions to be made at a 
later date. 

A spokesman for the council 
said: “We are currently in dis¬ 
cussions with the Planning 
Inspector who is looking 
through our Local Plan 
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regarding a question he has 
raised. 

“To ensure fairness to devel¬ 
opers and to allow members 
to have all the information 
they would need to make 
decisions we felt it was right 
to defer the applications to a 
future planning meeting.” 

The Cheshire-based com¬ 
pany submitted the separate 
proposals earlier this year 
and both have proven contro¬ 
versial among local residents 
and councillors. 

Residents insist the village 
of Witchford cannot cope 
with 128 new homes being 
built on land off Field End, 
and in Haddenham, residents 


too are concerned about the 
impact erecting 100 new 
properties on land south of 
number 18, Wilburton Road, 
would have on the village’s 
amenities and roads. 

Gladmans, which has also 
expressed an interest in 
building 99 homes in nearby 
Wilburton, says that both 
developments would involve 
building 30 per cent afforda¬ 
ble housing, as well as new 
children’s play areas and pub¬ 
lic open space. 

The final decision on both 
applications lies with the dis¬ 
trict council and will be made 
by the planning committee at 
a later date.

Work starts at 
Fore Mill Wash 


WORK on creating a multi¬ 
million pound new 
Cambridge University boat¬ 
house in Ely is due to start 
this week. 

Although the actual building 
of the new state-of-the-art 
boathouse at Fore Mill Wash, 
beside the River Great Ouse, 
will not start until early next 
year, the groundworks are 
now getting under way. 

Ewan Pearson, chairman of 
Project Ely, the name given to 
the development, said: 
“Groundworks will be starting 
this week so people will notice 
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a lot of activity at the site. 

“The first thing we will be 
doing is creating the wildlife 
lagoon, which is one of the 
conditions of our planning 
consent. 

“Physical building work will 
not start until early 2015, 
although there is a lot of dig¬ 
ging and groundwork to be 
done.” 

The university’s boat club, 
women’s boat club and light¬ 
weight rowing club secured 


planning permission to build 
the boathouse in May last 
year. 

But with the proposals 
attracting much criticism 
from residents and wildlife 
groups, mainly over the feared 
impact the development could 
have on the natural environ¬ 
ment, planners agreed only to 
approve the application sub¬ 
ject to conditions - of which 
there are 29 in total. The main 
factor behind the conditions 
is Fore Mill Wash lies between 
two of Ely’s sites of special 
scientific interest.

The initiative has recently 
been re-launched, and as a 
result, more troublemakers 
are being banned from not 
only the pub they have 
caused a nuisance in, but all 
other membership venues.

He said: “The re-launch has 
seen us tightening up the 
safety and security of Ely’s 
nightlife. 

“We are taking a zero-toler¬ 
ance approach to trouble- 
causers and are collectively 
discussing issues, taking 
action and making decisions 
as a group to properly regu¬ 
late the safety of all the 
premises on the scheme.

“In the last three months, 
the scheme has banned ap¬ 
proximately 15 offenders 
who have breached the terms 
and conditions. A ban from 
one venue constitutes a ban 
from all which are on the 
scheme. 

“These include a range of 
offences committed inside 
or outside a licensed prem¬ 
ises, from drunk and disor¬ 
derly, threatening behav¬ 
iour, violence to customers 
or staff and criminal dam¬ 
age, to dealing and adminis¬ 
tering drugs. 

“The message is now get¬ 
ting out there that we are 
taking a no-nonsense 
approach.” 

Pubwatch is supported by 
the police, Ely’s CCTV opera¬ 
tors and the councils. 

Mr Pridmore said: “Our 
aim is to ensure a safe night¬ 


life for Ely, and most impor¬ 
tantly to deter and pro¬ 
actively deal with the small 
minority of people who dis¬ 
rupt it. 

“The banning figures will 
continue to rise if the offend¬ 
ers continue to create havoc 
and spoil everyone’s night 
out. 

“We are making a differ¬ 
ence and progress is evident 
in terms of results. 

“Incidents are reported 
regularly and as long as we 
are enforcing the rules, the 
number of incidents will 
drop. This will make offend¬ 
ers think twice as they will 
have no where else to drink 
locally - as well as running 
the risk of being arrested.”

Fen is hugely important 

I COULDN’T disagree more with last week’s 
letter regarding Wicken Fen from Geoffrey 
Woollard. 

Whilst a few hundred acres of Fenland may 
sound like an awful lot, the reality is that it 
represents a microscopic fraction of The Fen’s 
near-million acres - less than 0.1%. 

Even when the full “Wicken Vision” is realised 
in 100 years, it will be less than 1.5%. 

To put things in perspective, consider that 
some 250 acres of Wicken Fen were previously 
used to grow turf, and that East 
Cambridgeshire Fens alone have at least 250 
acres of dedicated solar farms. 

Wicken Fen may not produce food, but it does 
serve a very important purpose in providing a 
habitat for countless native endangered 
species which are otherwise unable to survive 
in our intensively farmed fenlands. 

To call the preservation of this last vestige of 
natural habitat a “misuse” or “abuse” is sheer 
small-minded lunacy. 

Perhaps we ought also demolish the cathedral 
to build a shopping centre, and concrete over 
our parks to make car-parks? 

The solution to potential food shortages lies in 
minimising our country’s huge food wastage 
problem and consuming less, not 
extinguishing our valuable environmental 
heritage.

Muslims’ 
new plans: 
firms still 
concerned 


REVISED plans to create a Muslim 
community and prayer centre on 
a business park near Ely are fail¬ 
ing to satisfy its objectors. 

In January the Ely Muslims 
applied for planning permission 
to take over part of the former 
Aquarius Furniture warehouse on 
the Chettisham Business Park, in 
Lynn Road. 

Their proposals involved turn¬ 
ing a 280 square-metre area inside 
the warehouse into a meeting 
point for local Muslim families 
where they could worship and cel¬ 
ebrate religious activities and cul¬ 
tural festivals. 

But the scheme, which was prov¬ 
ing to be controversial, was with¬ 
drawn in April. 

The group has now made numer¬ 
ous amendments and re-submit- 
ted its plans to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
- but firms on the business park 
are still concerned and have 
lodged formal objections. 

Gary Hartwig, managing direc¬ 
tor of Packwell D & S Limited, said: 
“The site is not suitable for access 
by the general public, particularly 
children, and we believe it would 
be very dangerous to allow change

of use as proposed. 

“The applicants have not, in our 
opinion, fully understood or 
addressed the serious health and 
safety concerns raised previous¬ 
ly-” 

Sarah Carter, finance director at 
Holloseal, said: “There isn’t any 
pedestrian access to the park nor 
anywhere near sufficient parking 
owned by Aquarius to support 
potentially 60 people. 

“Pedestrians being present at the 
park would create a significant 
risk of injury given the constant 
lorry and forklift activity.” 

In a statement, Shair Choudhury, 
the group’s chairman and who 
lives in Ely, said: “It is acknowl¬ 
edged that the proposed commu¬ 
nity centre will be located within a 
busy business park, however it 
may be argued that this situation 
is no different to any other loca¬ 
tion where motor traffic is present. 
It is not intended that children will 
roam the business park at will.”

Fenland Lodge: new plan 


A FORMER care home could soon 
be used as living accommodation 
for farm workers. 

Plans to convert the former 
Fenland Lodge Nursing Home in 
Stuntney into boarding accommo¬ 
dation have been submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 

Mr and Mrs Ratnasinkam, from 
Burgess Hill, West Sussex, bought 
the premises, in Soham Road, from 
European Care Central Ltd last 
April and in January they applied 
for planning permission to reno- 
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vate it into apartments. 

Those proposals were rejected 
and now they have applied to turn 
the building into a boarding house 
for farm workers. 

In a statement, their agents said: 
“My clients have looked at the via¬ 
bility of opening Fenland Lodge as 
a nursing home but they decided it 
may have been more viable to con¬ 
vert the home to apartments and 


offer them as starter homes. An 
outline application for this was 
made but subsequently refused. 
Whilst considering their options, 
they have been approached by the 
neighbouring farmer who is look¬ 
ing to source accommodation for 
their farm workers. 

“This has driven my clients to 
consider a change of use from nurs¬ 
ing home to a boarding house. For 
this change of use there is no need 
to make any structural alterations 
to the building.” 


In October 2011, the Care Quality 
Commission issued a formal warn¬ 
ing to European Care Central Ltd 
saying they needed to improve 
standards of care at the home. 

The main issues related to the 
staff - mainly that the owners had 
failed to “effectively ensure satis¬ 
factory references were in place” - 
and the home later closed. 

The decision on the plans lies 
with the district council.

The City of Ely Council has come under fire in 
the pages of the Ely News in recent weeks 
because of the way its members are appointed. 

Residents have been calling for new members 
of the city council to be elected by a public vote 
instead of being selected via a majority vote 
from fellow members, which is what currently 
happens. 

The council cannot confirm when an election 
last took place, but it is thought that there has 
not been one for around 20 years. 

Under section 82 of the Local Government 


JORDAN DAY 


Act 1972, the council is only required to hold an 
election if 10 or more residents request that one 
takes place. However, it could still choose to 
hold one regardless. 

Ely’s mayor, Lis Every, who is also chair of the 
council, recently spoke out over the contro¬ 
versy and agreed more should be done to 
“engage with the people”. 

She said there is a selection process for 
appointing members on to the authority and 


that “nothing is being kept private”. 

She said: “I want to assure residents that the 
only reason there hasn’t been an election for 
some time is because there hasn’t been the 
need for one. 

“If more people applied to become city coun¬ 
cillors and more residents formally asked us to 
hold an election I’m sure we would. 

“A lot of people have accused the city council 
of being very private and creating some sort of 
clique but that is 100 per cent not the case.” 

She added: “I agree we need to do more to 
engage with the people and to let them know 


who we are. We’ve recently set up a new com¬ 
munications and PR working party to improve 
both our internal and external communica¬ 
tions, so I’d like to think this will help.”

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Reduce Your 31 July 
Tax Payment?

At this time of year, you might be 
thinking about where you’d like to 
go on holiday, or when to hold that 
barbeque that you’ve been planning 
for ages. Few people will be thinking 
about tax. There is, however, an 
important date approaching - the last 
day of this month. For those in self- 
assessment, with large enough tax 
liabilities, this is the due date for the 
second payment on account towards 
their 2013/14 tax liability. 

These payments are based upon your 
tax liability for the previous tax year, 
and therefore if your tax liability for 
2013/14 is likely to be lower than for 
2012/13 (for example if your business 
profits are lower), then these payments 
on account may be too high. 

Whilst HMRC will eventually repay 
any amount overpaid, there is little 
point in giving them the benefit of 
holding on to your money where it 
can be avoided. There are two options 
available - the first is to prepare your 
tax return before the end of July. 
This way, the July payment can be 
automatically adjusted to ensure that no 
overpayment is made. In some cases, 
this option might not be possible (for 
example if information to complete the 
return won’t be available in time). In 
these cases, it is possible to ask HMRC 
to reduce the payments, in anticipation 
of the lower tax liability. This is done 
using a form SA303 election. 

This could give you a bit of extra 
money at a potentially expensive 
time of year. Whether it’s enough to 
upgrade that plane ticket to First Class, 
or just to upgrade the quality of your 
barbeque sausages, will depend on 
your circumstances.

AN army of parents have 
helped to raise more than 
£8,000 for their children’s 
school by climbing the 
highest mountains of 
England, Scotland and 
Wales. 

A group of 14 intrepid 
adults whose children all 
attend Witchford Rackham 
Primary School decided to 
take on the Three Peaks 
Challenge earlier this year. 

The troops’ aim was to 
climb 1,344m to the peak 
of Ben Nevis, 978m to the 
top of Scafell Pike and 
then 1,085m to the peak of 
Mount Snowdon - all 
within 24 hours. 

Despite suffering numer¬ 
ous falls and injuries, the 
group, who called them¬ 
selves the Crazy Climbers, 
successfully completed 
the challenge in 26 hours 
54 minutes. 

They also smashed their 
£6,300 fundraising target 
for the school by raising a 
whopping £7,904. And the 
generosity continued at 
the school’s annual fun 


day, which saw a further 
£100 being donated. 

The money is being used 
to replace ageing comput¬ 
er software, which will 
benefit every pupil. 

Headteacher Suzanne 
Carter said: “I can’t praise 
the Crazy Climbers 
enough - what they have 
done for the school is 
amazing. 


“The money is being 
used to upgrade the soft¬ 
ware in our rather out-of- 
date computer suite, 
which is something not 
many schools would be 
able to afford to do all in 
one go. The entire school 
community is extremely 
grateful.”

Thirty students from Ely

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More than 35 years after forming 
The Pretenders, Hynde has gone 
solo. But, as she tells

Miranda Richardson is in it, and some 
others who I won't reveal." 

Hynde might play the misanthrope, 
but you'd be hard pushed to find a more 
entertaining person to hang out with. 

It's clearly what drew the producer of her 
forthcoming album, Stockholm, to work 
with her. The producer in question is Bjorn 
Yttling, formerly of Peter, Bjorn And John, 
best known for their whistling ditty Young 
Folks, soundtrack of a million TV adverts. 

"I didn't know who he was," says Hynde. 
"I'd flown to Stockholm to work with 
him three or four times before the penny 
dropped and I said, 'Oh, you're the guys 
from the Homebase ad'." 

In The Pretenders - the band she formed 
in 1978 after drifting in and out of several 
punk bands - Hynde wrote all the songs. 
Despite releasing nine albums together, 
the most recent being 2008's Break Up 
The Concrete, Hynde's debut solo album 
is actually her most collaborative yet (and 
there's a grimace when the term 'solo 
album' is mentioned). 

"It's a goddam awful phrase," she spits. 

"I never wanted to be solo, and I said a 
thousand times I never would, so it gives 
me a cold chill to see my name out there 
on its own. 

"This wasn't for something for the 
public to know, but now it's happened I 
have to explain myself... I like being in the 
background, I'm not the show-off that you 
think I'm going to be,” she says, letting her 
guard down for a second. "I like getting 
on stage with the band, but that's as far 
as it goes. It's squirm-making, and I don't 
think of myself as a singer-songwriter. I 
offer what I can do, which is to sing and 
play guitar, and then the band make me 
look good." 

Each of the songs on the album was 
co-written with Yttling, which was a 


new way of working for Hynde. The next 
'big name' on the record is even bigger: 
Neil Young. He's another good friend of 
Hynde's, one of the many iconic musicians 
she's supported on tour over the years and 
subsequently become pals with. 

"We had this song on the album [Down 
The Wrong Way] I kept referring to as 
the Neil Young song, because of the 
chord progression. It sounded so like Neil 
Young," she says, explaining how this 
collaboration came about. "By the time we 
were recording it, I'd grown to really like 
messing with Bjorn, so I thought I'd just 
ring Neil and ask if he'd play on it. I know 
him, but it's not something I'd normally do. 
You know, you don't call God and ask him 
for a favour." 

The mercurial Young agreed, and before 
long, he was in a London recording studio 
performing his first-ever guest spot on 
another artist's album. "It couldn't be 
anyone else playing," says Hynde, still 
finding it hard to believe he said yes. "He 
really does sound like the best of Neil in 
the solo he plays, it's amazing." 

Hynde will be performing at Latitude, 
alongside the likes of Cambridge's very 
own Clean Bandit, Haim, Damon Albarn 
and The Black Keys. 

"I won't be playing any of the old 
Pretenders songs," she asserts. "I can 
understand why there are acts out there 
playing all their old music, but it doesn't 
turn me on, not at all. If you're not making 
records that people want to buy any more, 
or that even speak for themselves, then 
play the hits. 

"I'd rather do something that feels right, 
right now. Playing old hits isn't that much 
fun, unless you haven't done anything for 
the last 35 years," Hynde concludes. "For 
me, I've done a lot in the last 35 years, and 
having fun is everything." 


WE’RE readying ourselves for East Anglia’s 
artiest music, literary and comedy festival, 
Latitude, and guess who they’ve bagged to 
perform? Only Chrissie Hynde! 

" Don't let this exotic Ohio accent fool 
you, I've lived in the UK for 40 years," says 
Chrissie by way of introduction. 

Despite her time in Britain - she moved 
here in 1973 after becoming obsessed 
with the idea of working for music 
magazine NME, which she later did - her 
American accent is still relatively strong, 
but underneath that, there's a sarcasm and 
bite that could only be from British shores. 

"You think I'm cynical?" she asks. 

"Oscar Wilde said the cynic knows the 
price of everything and the value of 
nothing. I don't know if that's true about 
me. But don't get me wrong, I hate 
everything, so if that makes me a cynic, 
so be it." 

She goes on to detail a normal day in 
her life. "You want to know about the 
lifestyle of the rich and famous,” she says, 
mockingly. "Well, where do I start?" 

It turns out Hynde spends a lot of her 
time at the cinema, "normally on my own 
so I can leave if I'm not enjoying the film 
and not have an argument”. She also dines 
in her favourite restaurants, again, on her 
own, so she can read while she eats. "I'm 
in a book group too, because I like talking 
about books." 

An image springs to mind: Hynde, in 
customary skin-tight black jeans and vest, 
jet-black feather cut almost unchanged 
since the 70s, sitting with a group of 
middle-aged mums discussing 50 Shades 
Of Grey or the latest Jilly Cooper, all 
blissfully unaware who the lady with the 
exotic Ohio accent in the corner is. 

"No, it's nothing like that," the singer 
says, herself amused by the idea. "I'm the 
least famous person in my book group.

HOW TO TRAIN YOUR DRAGON 2 
(PG, I02mins) 

BASED on the book by Cressida Cowell, 
the 2010 computer-animated adventure 
How To Train Your Dragon soared 
tantalisingly close to perfection. 

Chris Sanders and Dean DeBlois' 
brilliantly executed story of one boy's 
remarkable friendship with a supposedly 
fearsome dragon was deeply touching, 
distinguished by richly detailed visuals 
and an intelligent script. 

The sequel, directed solely by DeBlois, 
expands the narrative arcs of the 
characters, testing their mettle in the 
aftermath of tragedy and conflict. 

Boys cross the rubicon to manhood, 
parents make selfless sacrifices to protect 
their brood and evil poisons an innocent 
heart. 

As a wise woman in the film proclaims, 
"Good dragons under the control of bad 
people do bad things". 

Five years have passed since Hiccup 
(voiced by Jay Baruchel) befriended 
Toothless and the inhabitants of the 
village of Berk now live in harmony with 
the dragons. 

Hiccup's father Stoick the Vast (Gerard 
Butler) continues to preside over the 
people. 

He hopes Hiccup will accept his destiny 
as the next tribal chief but the boy prefers 
to soar through the clouds astride his 
trusty Night Fury. 

During a regular sortie with Toothless, 
Hiccup stumbles upon a lost world of 
rescued dragons and a valiant rider 



named Valka (Cate Blanchett), who turns 
out to be a long-lost face from the past. 

"It's not every day you find out your 
mother is some kind of crazy, feral, 
vigilante dragon lady!" whoops Hiccup. 

A tearful family reunion with Stoick 
is cut short by diabolical dragon hunter 
Drago Bludvist (Djimon Hounsou), who 
storms this lost world and takes control of 
the majestic fire-breathing creatures using 
a gargantuan Alpha dragon. 

World domination beckons and all 
that stands in Drago's way are Hiccup, 
Toothless and the boy's plucky friends 
Astrid (America Ferrara), Fishlegs 
(Christopher Mintz-Plasse), Snotlout 
(Jonah FJill) and the twins Ruffnut (Kristen 
Wiig) and Tuffnut (TJ Miller). 

In almost every aspect, How To Train 
Your Dragon 2 matches its polished 
predecessor... except one. 

The addition of Oscar winner Blanchett 
to the vocal fold is a calamitous 
misjudgement. 

From the outset, the Australian actress 


is engaged in a futile tug-of-war with her 
Scottish accent that initially roams the 
British Isles and eventually strays across 
the entire Commonwealth. 

Her verbal strangulations are horribly 
distracting and undermine some of the 
film's most emotionally charged moments 
of reconciliation and remembrance. 

For his part, writer-director DeBlois 
charts a breathless course between 
drama, action and comedy, the latter 
delivered with scenery-chewing gusto 
by Craig Ferguson as Stoick's best friend 
Gobber the Belch. 

"[Valka's] meatballs could kill more 
beasts than a battle axe. I still got a few 
knocking around in here!" he grimaces, 
pointing to his belly. 

Flying sequences deliver a vertiginous 
thrill, especially in 3D, including a couple 
of death-defying battles that slalom and 
swoop at dizzying speed.

Time to be water-wnse 


WE may have had the warmest spring on 
record, but last winter was also the wettest, 
so we are a long way from a drought and 
hosepipe ban. 

However, with experts predicting the dry 
weather is here to stay, gardeners will be 
working out ways to save water. 

The Royal Horticultural Society offers the 
following tips to gardeners who want to put 
the water where it's most needed: 

Established trees and shrubs do not 
generally need watering as they have such 
wide-ranging roots that they are drought- 
proof. However, their growth may be 
improved by watering when they are under 
drought stress. 

• Trees and shrubs planted less than five years 
ago have increased water requirements and 
may suffer drought stress without watering. 

Newly sown or newly planted areas are very 
vulnerable to water stress, so watering these 
should be a high priority. 

Herbaceous perennials often need watering 
to boost their performance in hot, dry spells. 
Plant choice is crucial if you want to achieve 
a drought-proof border. Drought-resistant 
plants include cordyline, hebe, lavender, 
Verbena bonariensis, eryngium, euphorbia, 
diascia, cosmos, gazania, nemesia and, of 
course, pelargoniums. Many drought-tolerant 
plants have silver or grey-green leaves, their 
light leaf colour reflecting the harsh rays of 
the sun. 

The yields and quality of vegetables and 
fruit are greatly improved by watering at times 
when drought stress would affect the part of 
the plant that is gathered. Leafy crops such as 
lettuce and spinach should never be short of

water. Onions require little or no watering. 
Most other crops need watering at sowing 
and transplanting time, and then again as 
the fruits, roots or tubers are developing. It 
is also a good idea to give a single, thorough 
watering about two weeks before harvest. 

Lawns require great quantities of water for 
thorough irrigation, but instead of watering 
in dry periods, mow less closely and less 
frequently. Brown patches usually recover 
when the autumn rains return. 

Mulching with a layer of organic matter 
or gravel at least 5cm (2in) thick reduces 
moisture loss from the upper layers of the soil. 

Less than 3% of the annual water 
consumption of an average household is 
estimated to be from garden use, but at peak 
times as much as 70% of water supplied may 
be used in gardens. 

Even in dry districts, 24,000 litres (5,280 
gallons or 150 water butts) could be collected 
from the roof each year, says the RHS. 

Sean Laverick of the Homebase Garden 
Academy advises waterwise gardeners to 
store their water in water butts and invest in 


a water butt pump which enables you to use 
your hose with a water butt. 

"Most garden watering should be aimed 
specifically at the stem bases beneath the 
foliage canopy, leaving the surrounding 
soil dry," he says. "This helps to limit weed 
problems and ensures all the water goes 
where it is needed." 

If you are short of time, invest in seep hoses, 
which have holes in them to deliver water 
accurately to established plants and plants 
in rows. They can be hidden beneath soil or 
mulch, which also avoids evaporation losses 
and work best on heavy soil where the water 
spreads further sideways as it sinks than on 
lighter soils. 

Automated irrigation systems are another 
option to save time and labour. They feature 
drip or trickle irrigation systems and some are 
remotely operated through sensors which can 
monitor when your soil needs watering. 

Mix water storing gel in with the compost in 
your container plants, to save and store a lot 
of the water you normally use, the gel slowly 
releasing water to the roots. 

Keep your soil as wet as possible - mulch 
on the ground surface prevents evaporation 
from the soil, providing increased moisture 
retention. 

Some lawnmowers now have mulching plugs 
that return fine grass cuttings back on to the 
lawn's surface. 

Finally, says Sean, don't panic: "Long-term 
weather predictions should still see summer 
rain which will allow plants to thrive over the 
summer, so just make sure you're making the 
most of the rain that comes your way."
